Cincinnati, August 6. 

The cholera still continues to increase 
in the city. The health officer's report at 
0 oc'clock this evening, shows twenty-nine 
deaths from the epidemic duriug the last 
twenty-four hours. The weather contin- 
ues too cool for the season. 

New York, August, G. 

The eholera in this city had not seem- 
ingly abated for the twenty four hours an- 
tecedent to 7 o'clock P. m. yesterday. — 
Twenty-nine official cases and nine deaths 
were during that period reported in Brook- 
lyn. Great difficulty was experienced in 
obtaining correct returns on Sunday, ow- 
ing to the alleged laxity or mismanage- 
ment of the sanitary officials. Three 
deaths of previously reported cases had 
occured on Governor's Island. On the 
other islands no additional cases were men- 
tioned. 

Philadelphia, Aug. 6. 

Reports to the Board of health up to 
noon to-day show 14 new cases of cholera, 
3 of which were fatal. The reports em- 
brace Saturday and Sunday. The number 
of deaths from cholera d uririLf the week 
ending Saturday was 47. 

St. Locis, Aug. 6. 

Some 20 cases of cholera are reported 
to the Board of Health since Saturday, 
mainly of persons from the South. Se- 
veral deaths occurred. The general sani- 
tary condition of the city is unusually good. 
No apprehensions are felt of the disease 
becoming epidemic. 

New York, Aug. 0. 
Twenty eases and four deaths by chole- 
ra in this city, and eight cases and one 
death in Brooklyn wero reported up to 

noon to-day. 

M adison, Ind., August 6. 

The steamer Gen. Lytic blew up about 
eighteen miles below this city this p. M. 

The St. Charles, of the People's Line 
passed the Lytle lying at Westport. When 
near Bethlehem, the Lytle MM up to the 
St. Charles, and in the attempt to pass her 
was blown up. 

The boats were very ucar together when 
the accident occured, not even ten feet 
apart. No one on the St. Charles was in- 
jured. 

Capt. Godinan, of tho Lytle is dead. 
His remains are now lying at the residence 
of his brother-in-law, Col. S. B. Scrrrng, 
in this city. 

The Captain of the St. Charles says 
they were not racing, and exonerates Capt. 
G oilman and the crew of the Lytle from 
all blame. 

The Engineer of the Lytic, who is very 
a dly scalded, says his boat was carrying 
but 155 pounds of steam when the accident 

occured. 

It is supposed that from 10 to 20 lives 
were lost. All the deck hands and fireman 
arc lost. The passengers are marked miss- 
ing who are supposed to be killed. 

The Lytle, after the accident, took fire: 
but the flames were extinguished and the 
wreck towed ashore. 

The killed and wounded were brought 
to this city,Jaud are receiving|the kindest 
attention from the citizens.
